London Greets Them With Crowd

Officers and Men Weil Looked 
After— Queen Will Review 
Them. 



Montreal. Nov. 20— " The heartiest 
welcome awaited the Royal Canadian 
Regiment this afternoon," says the Star 
London correspondent. 

Since their arrival nt Southampton, 
where th»y were welcomed by Mujor- 
Genernl Mocgregor Stewart, the Cana- 
dians have been greeted everywhere 
with tumultuous applause. Gen. Stewart 
made a brief speech to the Canadians, 
during which he said Englishmen re- 
joiced at their bravery and deeds just as 
much us they rejoiced over the honors 
achieved by the home troops and their 
kinsmen from all the colonies, brought 
together by the war. 

Col. Otter expressed his thanks for 
the sympathy uttered, and the Cana- 
dians took the train for London. 

"On reaching Addison road station 
from Southampton," continues the Star 
correspondent, " there were present to 
meet the Canadians, Gen. Trotter, com- 
manding the home army, and a group 
of stuff officers; Lord Onslow, repre- 
senting the colonial office; Lord and 
Lady Strathcona; Col. Lake and Col. 
MeKinnon, of the City Imperial Volun- 
teers; and Chaplain Lloyd of the Queen's 
Own Rifles. As the train entered the 
tntion the band of the Scots Guards 
played the national anthem. . • . 

"Crowds outside the station, who, had 
been waiting for several hours, cheered 
enthusiastically. 

" The cheers were renewed as Col. 
Otter alighted, with Col. Buchnn and 
Surgeon-Major Fiset, Captains MaeDon- 
nld, Burstall, Lnwless, Mason ' and Al- 
mond, and Lieutenants Swift,' Caldwell, 
Lnfferty, Temple and Carpenter and 2S0 
men, who received most cordial greet- 
ings and congratulations upon the re- 
markably fine condition they were in. 

" The men were drawn up on the pint 
form, and were inspected by the staff 
officers and Lord Strathcona. 

"Along crowded streets and headed by 
the hands of the Scots Guards and Cold- 
stream Guards, the Canadians, marched 
to Kensington barracks, meeting with 
the warmest reception en route. 

"At the barracks they were formally 
received by the Duke of Abercorn, Lord 
Grey and others, on behalf of the, recep- 
tion committee. 

" Col. Otter and the Canadians express 
great pleasure nt their general reception, 
which was r.!l the more remarkable be- 
cause the Guards arrived at the same 
hour at a different station, which tended 
to divert public attention. 

" Gen. Trotter read a letter from the 
Duke of Connnught, praising the Cana- 
dians, and the message of welcome was 
especially appreciated, as was also Gen 
Trotter's cordial recognition of the value 
of the Cnnndians' services from a mili- 
tary standpoint. 

"The accommodation nt the barracks 
is. most comfortable. The officers nre 
quartered in Kensington Palace hotel, 
which has a painful interest for Cana- 
dians, inasmuch as Sir John Thompson 
stayed there the night before his tragic 
death at Windsor Castle. 

" The Canadians spent a quiet evening 
to-night, having declined all invitations. 

" To-morrow they will he reviewed by 
the Queen at Windsor, and on Monday 
bv the Prince of Wales at Albany bar- 
racks. They leave for Liverpool on De- 
cember 1. . , , 

Liverpool, Nov. 29.— The Lord Mayor 
entertained another contingent of home- 
ward-bound Canadian troops to-day at 
the town hall.

CANADIAN SHIPS. 

Largest Yards For Sttel Vessels on the 
_ Continent to Be Established. 

Montreal, Nov. 20.— A big company is 
on the eve of organization which will, its 
promoters confidently expect, restore the 
prestige of the Maritime Provinces of 
Canada as a shipbuilding centre— a pres- 
tige shattered by the passing away of the 
woodon ships. 

The company is being organized for 
the building of steel ships, and it is 
asserted that it will be the largest con- 
cern of the. kind on the continent. The 
yards will be located at St. John, N. B., 
and HnJifn.v: N. S. 

Already the Dominion government and 
the governments of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick have been approached, 
nud have agreed to liberally subsidize 
the new company in the same way as the 
big Dominion Iron & Steel Co., whose 
plant is located at Sydney, C. B., is sub- 
sidized. This latter undertaking plays 
ail importnnt part in the new company, 
as 'the Sydney concern will supply the 
steel necessary. With a steel supply 
almost at the doors of the shipyards and 
an inexhaustible supply of coal equally 
placed, it is said that steel ships will he 
turned out by th«5 new company nt even 
less than Clyde prices. 

Several Nova Scotia shipbuilders are 
interested in the new company, .but the 
principals nre members-of the Dominion 
Iron & Steel syndicate.

Boers Captured Four Hundred of 
English, Irish and Scotch

Included In the Plunder Are 
Two Guns— Knox In Pur- 
suit, 



London, Nov. 29. — Lord Roberts cables 
from Johannesburg, under date of Wed- 
nesday,' November 28: 

"The Dewetsdorp garrison of two guns 
of the CSth Field Battery, with detach- 
ments .of the Gloucestershire regiment, 
the Highland Light Infantry and Irish 
Rifles, four hundred in all, surrendered 
at 5:30 p.m., November 25. 

"Our losses were 15 men killed and 42 
wounded, including Major II. J. Anson 
and' dipt. Digby. 

"Thb enemy is said to be 2,500 strong. 
Four hundred men were despatched from 
Kdenburg to the relief of Dewetsdorp, 
hut they did. not succeed in reaching 
there in time. 

"Knox joined this force,' and found 
Dewetsdorp evacuated. 'Seventy-live 
sick and wounded hod been left there. 

"Knox pursued and is reported to have 
successfully engaged Steyn and Dewet 
hear Vital Bank, on November 27. They, 
retired west and southwest. Knox's 
messenger failed to get through, so I 
have no details."

THE WRONG GIRL. 

Man Seeking His Wife Seizes an Aston- 
ished Actress. 

Albany. N.Y., Nov. 29.— An attempt to 
kidnap Mae Stebbens, a dancer at Proc- 
tor's theatre, was made by George 
Fletcher Hewett, of London, England, 
into bust, night, whom he mistook for bifl 
wife Alice. He, in company with Regi- 
nald Durant, a lawyer from Howe & 
Mummels' eifice. New York, went to the 
rear of the theatre with a cab. When 
Miss Stebbens stepped to the door, he 
seized her, exclaiming: "Alice, my 
wife!" and attempted to force her into 
a carriage.- The young lady's screama 
attracted a gang of hoodlums, who set 
upon Hewett and gave him a beating. 
•He was arrested, but released by the 
magistrate on repeating his story. He 
said he mdrired Miss Alice Pieree in 
England' several months ago, but her 
mother objected to the marriage, and his 
wife left him, coming to the United 
States, where she secured an engage- 
ment on the Proctor circuit. He track- 
ed her to Albany, with the above result.

Coliapses 



Overloaded Top of {San Fran- 
cisco Glass Works Gives 
Way. 



Two Hundred People Are Pre- 
cipitated on Top of the 
Furnace. 



Nine Killed and Many Wound- 
ed—The List of the 
Dead. 



San Francisco, Nov. 29.— By the col- 
lapse of the roof of the San Francisco 
& Pacific Glass Works, at 15th and 
Bryant streets, this afternoon, a number 
of people were killed and 50 more'Or less 
injured. The victims were w'ntchiug a 
football game between Stanford and the 
University of California teams, when 
the roof beneath them gave way, pre- 
cipitating them to the floor of the fac- 
tory. Some of them fell upon the fur- 
naces and one unknown man was burn- 
ed to a crisp. The crash of the falling 
roof was' heard ,n great distance away 
and thousands of people hurried to the 
scene. Messages were sent tb the city- 
receiving hospital and the' morgue, and 
all available ambulances were hurried 
to the spot. 

At the central hospital at 1 o'clock, five 
of the injured had been received. At the 
time of, the accident there 'was but one 
doctor on duty at the hospital, and he 
was totally unable to attend to the cases 
as they came in. A summons was sent 
out immediately, calling on doctors iu. 
the neighborhood to come and render as- 
sistance. 

Tho crowd gathered upon the roof oC 
the buildiilg directly over the furuace 
of the glass works. When the roof col- 
lapsed the occupants were precipitated, 
upon the heated top and rolled off. ' 

Seven people were killed, several of 
whom were boys, ranging in age from 10 
to 15 years; they were found lying in a. 
row, many of them badly mangled. 

There were more than two hundred' 
people on the roof when it collapsed. 
Those fortunate enough to be on a side 
section of the building, hurried down and 
helped to remove the injured. Tho heat 
around the furnace was so great, how-- 
ever, that no assistance could be render- 
ed, and they slowly roasted to death. 

Not two hundred yards away were ■ 
20,000 people watching tire football 
game, and when the news became - 
known, intense excitement prevniled. The 
ushers went through the crowd, calling - 
for doctors, and many surgeons hurried. 
!y left the game. 

The living victims were taken to the- 
hospitals. The Southern Pacific hotel,, 
within two blocks of the scene, was- 
soon overcrowded; many of the wound- 
ed had to be turned away. They were 
hurried to St. Luke's^ the receiving hos- 
pital and nearby- drug stores. The cor- 
oner did not have enough wagons to re- 
movo the dead, and they were taken, 
away in express wagons. 

Many private carriages were waiting 
outside the football grounds, and theuc- 
were pressed into service to take away 
the wounded. 

A high fence surrounds the glass works 
and thousands Of people attempted to get 
inside the enclosure. They were re- 
strained with difficulty by a large force 
of police. 

The following is a list of the dead: 

J. A. Mulrooney, W. II. Kckfeldt, E. 
Flahein, T. J. Rippon, Wm. Valencia. 
M. Vnndina: and three unidentified. So-, 
far as known, this list comprises all the 
dead, as the first reports were exagger- 
ated. It is reported that a Joseph Gum- 
per fell into the furnace and his body 
was incinerated. 

The manager of the glass works i 
realized the danger before tho accident 
occurred, and had sent for the police to 
compel the crowd to leave. Just as a 
squad of police arrived tho roof went 
down. 



FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Dominion Not Taking Part in Manitoba* 
Prohibition Case. 

■Ottawa, Nov. 29.— (Special)— jTIio Min- 
ister of Justice explained to-day that the 
test case regarding the constitutionality 
ot the Manitoba prohibition law has not. 
yet reached such a stage as to call lot 
federal participation in the legal proceed- 
ings. 

Capt. C. W. Winter, who served with 
the Royal Canadians in 'South Africa, 
and one of the smartest officers in the 
militia, has- been transferred from tho 
inland revenue to the militia department. 

This year's experience of navigation of 
the upper St. Lawrence shows that i\ 
thorough overhauling of the river pilots 
is necessary. 

The department of agriculture has been, 
notified that the United States govern- 
ment has changed its quarantine regu- 
lations as to Canada. In future, no- 
breeding or dairy stock will be admit- 
ted into the United States except on. 
certificate of a United States olllcer lo- 
cated ip Canada.

Too Smart 

For the Boers 



Canadians Cleverly Frustrated 
an Attempt to Ambush 
Them. 



A Number, of Sharp Engage- 
ments Are Reported From 
South Africa. 



Pretoria, Nov. 29.— Geu. Sinith-Dor- 
rieu's column has returned to Belfast, 
after a five days' murch from Bull- 
strootn. They had only one casualty. 

On the return journey the Canadians, 
While scouting, rode close to an ambush 
.prepared by tho Boers. Realizing their 
position they sprang from their horses, 
turned them loose, and sent them gallop- 
ing back to the column. They then 
sought cover on a slight ridge, and 
poured a hot and accurate fire into the 
Boc'rs, killing several of them. They 
held their position until the column ui 
infantry arrived, and did nc sustain a 
single casualty. 

A force of Boers attacked Balmoral 
yesterday. Col. Backhouse, with four 
companies of the Bulls and one howitzer, 
defended the place. The plan was lo 
take four commandoes and make a 
simultaneous attack on all sides. For- 
tunately for the British, only three com- 
mandoes arrived in time to take part in 
tho attack. The howitzer did splendid 
work. Tho British lost six men killed 
and nine wounded. Thirty of the Buffs 
were captured, but they were subse- 
quently released. | 

The Boers lost heavily. They sent 
out two burial parties after tho lighting. 
The British took a number of prisoners 
and brought in many wounded, several of 
whom subsequently died. 

Simultaneously with this attack a com- 
mando of GOO Boers, with one gun, 
attacked Wilger River, which was held 
by two companies of the Royal Fusiliers. 
The fighting lasted for eight hours. Ul- 
timately the Boers retired, with consid- 
erable loss. The British loss was one 
wounded. 

The garrison at Bronkpobrst Spruit 
sent two guns to relieve the Fusiliers. 
As the men retired a shell was placed 
among the Boers on a kopje, killing or 
wounding 13 of them. 

.The commandoes which made these 
attacks were under Gen. Viljoen, Tri- 
chard and Pretorius. The enemy fought 
at close quarters with utmost determina- 
tion. 

All the garrisons have hecn strongly 
reinforced. The places attacked are all 
within a short distance of each other, on 
the railway to the east of Pretoria. The 
railway has been torn up in several 
places, but is now being repaired. 

Colonels Hickman and Plumer have 
arrived here. During Gen. French's 
operations at Klip Riversburg, their 
columns captured throe wagons loaded 
with provisions that wore identified as 
being part of the supplies that were dis- 
tributed by the British for the relief of 
the Boer inhabitants of Johannesburg. 

The authorities, in recognition of the 
services of Lumsden's Horse, are paying 
passages to them on their return to 
India. This contingent equipped them- 
selves at their own expense, and paid 
their own passage from India to South 
Africa. 

Capetown, Nov. 29.— Gen. Knox, by a 
rapid march of 2ti miles, succeeded in 
getting in front of Gea. Dewet, placing 
himself between the Boers and the 
Orange River. Dewet is now believed 
to be going eastward to join Ilertzog at 
Bloomplaatz. 

Col. Pitcher had a smart skirmish on 
Tuesday with part of Gen. Do wet's com- 
mand, which was lonvevlng loot ?nDtur- 
cd at Dewetsdorp. The Boers retreated, 
abandoning a portion of the loot and a 
large number of horses. Former Presi- 
dent Steyn and Gen. Dewet were in 
close proximity to the scene of the fight- 
ing, but they eluded the British. 

London, Nov. 29.— In connection with 
the movements of Gen. Knox, reported 
in his despatch from Capetown, Lord 
Roberts, in a message from Johannes- 
burg, dated Wednesday, November 28. 
ways that Gen. Knox occupied Dewets- 
dorp on November 26, The Boers, he 
adds, had attacked the place on Novem- 
ber 21, and the town had surrendered OB 
November 24. Gen. Knox, at last ac- 
counts, was pursuing the federal com- 
mando. 

Lord Roberts also reports that various 
■columns found the Boers holding strong 
positions in the vicinity of Harrismith, 
I'hilippolis, both in the Orange River 
Colony, and other widely separated 
points. Tho fighting, however, wiih of 
little importance. 

The Boers were so tenacious that 
Col. Pilcher's men actually reached a 
position within thirty yard's of them, 
where revolver shots were exchanged. 

The Boers shelled the British with 1." 
pounders captured at Dewetsdorp. 

Ex-President Steyn and Gen. Dewet, 
who was breakfasting at a farm nr*nr 
by, rode off to the westward, leaving 
the British front clear. The British 
casualties were one man killed and six 
wounded. 

Several Boers, who had been wounded, 
were found by the British. 

Steyn and Dewet have since been re- 
ported to have been camped to the 
westward, between Helvetia and the 
railroad, but the commando appears to 



have broken up into three bodies. Dis- 
trict Commissioner Boyle, of Dewets- 
dorp, remains in the custody of the 
burghers 

-Many farmers in the district havo 
joined Geu. Dewet. 

London, Nor. 29.— So far as known 
here, former President Steyn is not 
wounded, although reports to the con- 
trary have been circulated. 

Colesburg, Cape Colony, Nov. 29.— 
Boer raiders have reached the Orau 
river. They have fired into the British 
camp, on the Cape Colony side, at Sand 
rift, killing one man and wounding two 
men.

IN NEW HEBRIDES 



Christians and Heathens 
Eromonga Battle With 
Each Other.

News was brought by the Warriuioo of u 
strange Inter-trlbal light progressing on 
Eromungu, an Island of the New Hebrides 
group, where the Christian natives are 
leagued against the heathen. Uev. H. U. 
Robertson, of the Canadian Mission Society, 
who arrived at Sydney before the liner sail- 
ed, says that when he visited Eromanga, 
Just before leaving the Islands, he found the 
Island In a state of siege. Barricades and 
stockades of lingo pieces of timber and logs 
were erected for safety by the Christian 
against the onslaught of the heathens. The 
heathens burnt down several houses In a 
village and destroyed several plantations. 
Following the bush, armed with spears, 
clubs, battleaxes, aud guns, the heathen 
party attacked three boys and hacked them 
to pieces. The massacre of these defence- 
les) children enraged tho Christians. A 
large number of the Christian party gather- 
ed together, and traversed the whole of the 
west aud south sides of the Island, but 
were unsuccessful In their search for the 
Instigators of the depredatlous and mur- 
ders. They destroyed the buildings and 
plantations of the Chief Lovo, who was one 
of the Christians' greatest enemies, aud 
Who, with 50 others, men ami women, had 
returned to heathenism. Then, during i 
fight, one of the heathen party was shot 
dead by the chief Nailal, and In another 
part of tho Island the heathens shot a 
Christian. In short, the heathens killed 
one man nnd three boys, while the Christian 
party killed one man and wounded two. 

It is the opinion of the missionary that it 
will be fully; three years before peace will 
be fully restored on the Island. 



London, Nov. 30. — Dr. Morrison, wlr 
ing to the Times from Pekin yesterday, 
says: 

" AI. De Giers, the Russian minister, 
who had assented to all the terms of the 
conjoint note, including the death pen- 
alty clause, has now intimated to the

HOUSEHOLD CAVALRY. 

Great Crowds Welcome, Them Hack 
to London. 

London, Nov. 29.— The composite regi- 
ment of the Household Cavalry returned 
on the Ha warden Castle. The troopers' 
arrival in London was marked by the 
scenes of enthusiasm which have so 
often been rehearsed in the metropolis 
during the past year. Great crowds 
awaited the cavalrymen, and the cheer- 
ing was lusty and long throughout their 
march to their quarters. Paddington, 
where they detrained, was ablaze with 
color, as were the streets along the 
route. Several regimental bands added 
to the general gaiety, and throngs sang 
"God Save the Queen" in chorus. 

A portion of the Household Cavalry 
detachment proceeded to Windsor, where 
they were received at the railroad station 
by the mayor and corporation. Cheer- 
ing thousands lined the bctlagged route 
to the Castle, where the home-coming 
warriors marched past the Queen and 
members of the royal family. 

Her Majesty, addressing the cavalry, 
said: "It is with great pleasure and 
deep thankfulness that I welcome you 
home after your gallant and arduous ser- 
vices in war in Africa, just a yaar after 
I hade you farewell. The hopes I then 
expressed have been amply fulfilled.

AVESTBRN LOAN CO. 

Action Is to Bo Taken Against 
Directors— Biscuit Tins. 



Montreal, Nov. 29.— (Special)- -Action 
is shortly to he taken against the direc- 
tors of the Western Loan Company by 
the liquidators of the National Trust 
Company. A grout deal has already been 
done by the National Trust Company to- 
wards ascertaining the exact amount of 
the assets of tho Western Loan, but af- 
ter months of investigation, it cannot be 
stated with any degree of accuracy. The 
fact that the Western Loan invested. to 
an astonishing degree in mining stocks 
renders the difficulties all the more fre- 
quent. The value of these holdings at 
$1 per share, par value, will aggregate 
close upou $400,000. A motion has al- 
ready been made in court to enable the 
National Trust to accept options upon 
these, but when sold they will not realize 
anything like their fuce value. The 
claims of shareholders amount to $508,- 
000, only $55,000 of which are included 
in preferred claims. 

The United States biscuit manufactur- 
ers are trying to include Canadian man- 
ufacturers, but have met with a peculiai 
difficulty in connection with the firm of 
Viau Bros., one of the largest in the 
Dominion. At the time of the death of 
the late Mr. Viau, six months ago, tho 
business passed to his sons, who have 
since conducted it. One clause in his 
will provides, however, that the name 
shall not be changed as long as one of 
the Viau family retains an interest 
the company. After several coaferenc 
between the promoters of the trust and 
the Viau company, the former, as 
compromise, made a proposition tba* foi 
a year after the trust is formed, th 
Montreal firm would be allowed to re 
lain its distinctive name, instead of be- 
ing known only as a branch of the new 
institution. The proposition in now un- 
der consideration. 



WANT TO VOTE. 


Application by Japanese to Be Placed ou 
the Lists. 

Vancouver, Nov. 29.— (Special) — It will 
be known on .Monday next whether, ac- 
cording to the ruling of Mr. Justice Mc- 
Ooll, a Japanese British subject may 
vote in Dominion elections. It will be 
remembered that during the collection of 
votes by the provincial collector, T. Cm 
uillgham, a Japanese British eubjet 
named Tommy 11 omnia, applied to has 
bis name placed ou the provincial lisl 
which is also used for Dominion pur- 
poses. Mr. Cunningham refused the ap> 
I Mention, and yesterday Tommy Homma 
appealed from the action of the collector 
of votes. Mr. Harris, of Harris & Bull, 
represented Tommy Homma, and Chas. 
Wilson, Q.C., represented Collector Cun- 
ningham. 

Mr. Harris cited a large number of 
authorities bearing upon the matter, and 
claimed that the Dominion government 
by its last election act, eliminated all 
restriction as to race or class found in 
the former act. He contended that there 
was now nothing to prevent any natural- 
ized British subject exercising his elec- 
tion rights, whether he be of Japanese 
extraction or not. Mr. Wilson also 
quoted profusely from authorities as far 
back us confederation. 

Mr. Wilson argued that the power of 
the provincial acts was supreme in this 
province, provided it did not conflict with 
the constitutional acts of the Dominion. 
The utmost the Dominion could do was 
to give a naturalized British subject the 
same privileges as any other British sub- 
ject, but there their power- ceased, and 
the provincial government had a right to 
disqualify any class of voters they saw 
fit. The prmncial act disqualified the 
Chinese and Japanese race from voting, 
anil if the legislature desired it. could 
disqualify Englishmen and Australians. 
The province had a right to disqualify 
whom they liked. 

Justice Mcl'oll took careful note of the 
numerous authorities quotedv. and prom- 
ised his decision on 'Monday.

U. S. S. YOSEMITE. 

Particulars of the Less of the Cruiser— 
Five of Crew Drowned. 

Manila, Nov. 2!). — Rear Admiral Ue- 
iney has as yet received no ollleial re- 
port of the loss of the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Voseniite, which part- 
ed her cables and struck a reef off the 
harbor of San Louis Dapra, Island of 
Guam, during the typhoon of November 
U5. According to advices received here 
from unofllcinl sources, the wind wa.s 
blowing at the rate of 100 miles an hour. 
The Voseniite had her anchors down, 
but both dragged across the harbor en- 
trance. At 11 a.m. hIio struck the reef 
aud stove in forward. She drifted for 
an hour, and ut noon struck the rocks, 
carrying away her rudder and damag- 
ing her propeller. A launch had been 
sent to find shelter, but it capsized and 
'he occupants were drowned. They wer 
Coxswain Swanson, Seaman Geo. Aubel, 
Engineer Mnlnucy, Fireman Davis and 
Jos. Anderson. Fiually 138 of the 
Yosemite'e crew, 20 marines and f) ofll- 
cers, were transferred to the United 
States colliery Justin, together with 
$48,000 Mexican money. 

The Voseniite soon plunged head-fore- 
most and sank. The members of the 
crew were provided with temporary 
quarters in Aguna, which suffered badly 
from the hurricane. The typhoon was of 
unprecedented violence. Many are re- 
ported to have been killed or injured. At 
Agana three were killed and one died of 
exposure.

\ letoriu. The Idzumi left. Yokohama on 
.November 13, and hud a compurutively 
good passage. 

Mr. Anzier is returning from an ex- 
tended tour of the Oriimt. He left 
l'ekin the week before the siege began, 
and has since travelled 1,UUU miles up 
the 1'nngtse and visited many poiuts in 
Japan and Korea. tie said that from 
what he had seen in Korea he could 
state that it was not improbable that 
war would result between Japan and 
Russia, The Japanese are playing a 
great game in Korea. They are pacific- 
ally invading the Hermit Kingdom. 
"When he last visited Korea, ten years 
ago, there were not 5,U0U Japanese 
there; now there are 25,UU(J. The 
Japanese arc getting their nationals all 
over Korea, and they are securing the 
railways and otherwise grafting u firm 
hold on the country. Should Russia 
interfere the Japanese will tight, but 
Mr. Anzier does not believe that the 
Japanese will take the initiative in milk- 
ing war against the Czar. 

Korea itself is in a most chaotic state, 
and preparing for a fall after the man- 
ner of that of China, because of the 
peculation and malfeasance in office of 
her officials. The people, though, in no 
wise hate foreigners, but the govern- 
me'nt is rotten to the core. It is worse, 
says Mr. Anzier, since he was last there 
ten years ago. 

Japan, says Mr. Anzier. has gained 
wonderful prestige in the Far East by 
her good display in the Chinese cam- 
paign. The Russians, he said, have now 
a wholesome dread of Japanese arms.

Sum Involved in Present Purchase a 
Hundred and Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 

Nanaimo, B.C., Novo. 20,— (Special.)— 
As little time as possible has been lost 
by the city council in bringing in another 
by-law to purchase the waterworks. At 
the regular meeting of the council on 
Monday night Aid. Cocking introduced 
a petition signed by property owners, 
representing $100,000 worth of assess- 
able property, praying for the passage of 
a by-law To take over from the water- 
works company the existing works and 
operate thom under municipal control A 
by-law with this object in view was ac- 
cordingly introduced ami read a first 
time. The progressive party in the citi 
are determined to leave nothing undoni 
to secure control of this ami other pub 
lie utilities. The waterworks will onh 
he a starter, as they have other acquis! 
Hons in view. The sum involved in tin 
present purchase is $12."), 000. The his 
tory of the establishment of the water 
works by the company many years ilgi 
is interesting. The promoters wen 
laughed at as visionaries who were ratli 
er to be pitied, and the usual number oi 
prophets predicted disaster for the en 
terprise. Such has been by no means 
the case with this company, us the 
waterworks investment 1ms been a richlv 
remunerative one to them. 

The city council have at length decid- 
ed to accept the offer of Samuel M. 
Robins, superintendent of the New Van- 
couver Coal Company, to give twenty 
acres of land and $2,500 in cash for the 
erection of an isolation hospital, provid- 
ed the city raise a like amount. This 
sum, it was stipulated, was to be a grant 
from the corporation and not to be rais- 
ed by subscription amongst the people. 

The council decided at their last regu- 
lar meeting to close with this munificent 
offer, and on Tuesday •forenoon the first 
stroke of work toward erecting the new 
hospital was done; thus showing that 
the city intends to lose no time in mak- 
ing up for the neglect and dilatoriness of 
the past. Having made this good start 
the corporation has also arranged" to pro- 
vide for the accommodation of persons 
coming out of quarantine. Suitable 
quarters are now being prepared for such 
cases, so that their houses may be thor 
nughly disinfected. The erectioi* of thil 
building, n four-roomed cottage near the 
present isolation hospital commenced to- 
day. The chief of police is providing all 
quarantined families in necessitous eir 
cumstances with food and other neces 
saries. 

As showing the value of the offer niadi 
by Mr. Robins to the city it amy be men 
tioned that some land recently sold n 
the neighborhood of the proposed isola- 
tion hospital brought $1">0 an ocro; this

Advices were brought by ahe IdzumI Mum 
of a great explosion at Nanking on October 
30, In which several lives were lost, and 
much damage done. The correspondent of 
the Shanghai Mercury says: 

"A gunpowder magazine, containing t}._. 
00"! catties, situate near a temple called Ku 
Ling Aug, was exploded by a stroke ol 
lightning, during a severe thunderstorm 
which was raging at the time. 

"The report was almost simultaneous 
With a loud peal of thunder, and was a 
most terrltlc noise. It must have been 
heard for 20 miles. Scarcely a whole pane 
of glass is left in any foreign house within 
a radius of over four miles. Thirty per- 
sons are known to have been killed outright, 
and as mnny injured. Four were killed 
by a falllugfoullding over a mile away. 

"The crash of broken glass was well nigh 
deafening. In some cases windows were 
blown out of their frames wholesale, and 
both frames nnd glass smashed. Doors 
and French windows were wrenched from 
the hinges and hurled Into the room. Iron 
bolts nnd fastenings were torn out bodily. 

"Clouds of dust were precipitated with 
the rain, which fell In torrents at the time. 
Pieces of chnrred wood from boxes '.n 
which the powder was packed, together 
with pieces of blackened and twisted Bheet 
tin ami hoop iron, were hurled Into the air 
nnd fell some of them two miles away 
from the scene of the explosion. But, If 
the wreckage of glass, doors, windows, nnd 
plaster was great In the foreign houses, 
wreckage on the spot and in the Immediate 
vicinity of the explosion was truly appal- 
ling. 

"The valley, no longer small, but plough- 
ed nnd torn up for over a thousand yards, 
gave the appearance of a crater of a niln'- 
ature extinct volcano. Not a vestige of the 
buildings and wall enclosing it remained,* 1 
The IdzumI Mnrn brings news that the 
rebellion In South China Is Increasing. 
Bloody lighting bus occurred there, accord- 
ing to advices received. Towards the east 
of Kwnngtung province a big battle occur- 
red. The rebels had "been making them- 
selves rather irksome to the villagers for 
some time back, nnd latterly committed 
some excesses which thoroughly roused 
their anger to action. Accordingly the vil-

A "ROUND-UP OF VAGS. 

Seven Shady Characters Hauled In By 
Police Net Last Night. 

Last evening at 10 o'clock, Chief of 
Police John Langley, with Detectives 
Palmer and Perdu;', placed behind ihe 
bars no less than seven members of a 
gang of petty thieves, who have b°en 
operating in Victoria and at points up 
the line for some time past. The names 
of the men plaeed under arrest are: 
John. Rogers, Pat. Edmunds, Charlie Ad- 
ams, Put McDermott. .1. 'McDonald, 
John Ryan nnd Henry Turner. 

.Several small robberies have been re- 
ported to the police of late, and the lat- 
ter have had the individual members of 
the gang tinder surveillance for some 
time. On searching their cabins a quan- 
tity of clothing, some shoes and a revol- 
ver were found, presumably part of booty 
gained in several petty robberies. 

The men hail from the Sound cities, 
having taken advantage of the cheap 
rates to come to -Victoria. Chief 
Langley and his men are particularly 
watchful of all incoming passengers, and 
are to be congratulated on acting wit!) 
such promptitude on the appearance of 
undesirable characters and ridding thr 



The slaughter on the rebel side 
to reach 400, while the loss on the 
the villagers totalled over 2,000. 
slaughter was carried out with the usual 
ferocity, nnd the villagers having been nc- 
cuseil of being friendly towards the troops, 
wrre given no quarter. 

The rebels, not content with the result 
of the fhree days' fighting, followed up 
their victory by marching on the villages 
of their adversaries, now only Inhabited, 
by women nnd children nnd the aged nnd 
Infirm. They fired every village In the 
district, nnd slew the Innocent Indiscrimin- 
ately. 

In all. 3.000 houses were burned and 
In hundreds of cases the helpless occupnnts 
with them. 

News of the affair did not take long to 
travel south, nnd a force of 2,000 troops of 
Admiral Ho's force arrived on the scene, 
nnd on the evening of that day another 
bloody battle took place, the result of which 
has not yet come to hand. 

The admiral himself has returned to 
Wnngkong with 200 men under his com- 
mand, having burned Sam Chan Tin nnd 
Ma Lnn Tnu, two of the rebel strongholds. 
As a precaution ngainst surprise, nnd also 
as a protection to the neighborhood he left 
000 picked men at Ping Shan. The ad- 
miral says he does not mean to advance, an 
the rebels nre retiring outside of his juris- 
diction.

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YESTERDAY'S VOTE. 

Yesterday's vote on the railway by-law 
•was the most remarkable demonstration 
by the ratepayers of Victoria hat has 
ever transpired in the history of the 
city. The vote was very largo, probably 
much the largest ever thrown upon any 
by-law. The majority is simply enor- 
mous. The affirmative vote is more than 
live to one of the negative. In view of 
the fuct that among those actively op- 
posing the by-law were many of the 
largest real estate owners, who have, un- 
der our system of voting, a number of 
votes, it is safe to cut the number of 
votes cast in half, in order to get at the 
actual number of individuals opposed to 
the by-law, which would give 155. Pos- 
sibly this is a high estimate of the num- 
ber of individual opponents, On the 
other hand, -while many of the supporters 
of the by-law had more than one vote, it 
is nevertheless- true that most of the 
.small property owners favored it, so that 
the proportion of individuals to the num- 
ber of votes cast in favor of the by-law 
is considerably higher than that of those 
opposed to it. So far as could be learn- 
*d from the expressions of opinion on 
the streets and at public meetings, the 
overwhelming majority of the voters of 
the city, who are not ratepayers, favor- 
ed the by-law. On a vote taken on the 
electoral list of the city, the dispropor- 
tion between the negative and affirm- 
ative contingents would be even inure as- 
tounding than it was yesterday. 

It would be the height of folly for 
any one to misundertsand what the vote 
of yesterday signifies. Its meaning is as 
clear as possible, It is that the people of 
Victoria are thoroughly aroused and 
aro determined to take, their future in 
their own hands and have those tilings 
which they think they need. The result 
of long months of agitation by the city, 
newspapers was seen yesterday. Those 
people, who were in touch with public 
opinion, knew what was coming. It 
came with more tremendous force than 
they anticipated, which shows the power 
of a correct principle. The vote of yes- 
terday was not simply an approval of 
the railway by-law. It was an assertion 
by the people of Victoria of a determin- 
ation on their part to bring to an end 
the days of Victoria's isolation. It is 
the beginning of a new order of things. 
A new power was born in Victoria yes- 
terday, namely, the power of united ef- 
fort upon sound principles. Depend upon 
it, this by-law would never have been 
.crowned with such success, if it had not 
been right in principle. The mere finan- 
cial features of the proposition were 
subordinate to the greater issues in- 
volved. The people felt that they were 
not voting simply whether they should or 
should not pay $15,000 a year for a 
specific service for twenty years, but 
whether or not their city should gird up 
it.-: loins lor an advance along the lines 
which lead to prosperity and wealth. 

We are sure that the Mayor nnd Al- 
dermen must feel highly satisfied with 
the manner in which the ratepayers have 
affirmed their action in submitting such 
:a by-law. Their conduct has been grand- 
ly vindicated. 

Those who opposed the by-law were 
doubtless entirely conscientious in so 
doing. It would be a strange thing, in- 
deed, if there were not in this commu- 
nity a very small minority, who, for . one 
reason or another, were unable to give 
their nssent to any proposal involving 
taxation. We feel confident that the 
opponents of the measure will accept 
their defeat gracefully and unite with 
the majority in any further efforts that 
may be made to advance the interests 
yjf this city. Among those opponents 
were some who have large interests here. 
Our only wisli in regard to them is that 
they may see the mistake they have 
made brought home to them, in the 
shape of enhanced value of their posses- 
sions and substantial additions to their 
wealth. 

Many persons yesterday expressed 
their hearty approval of the united effort 
put forward by the two city papers in 
this matter. We feel it to be a subject 
for congratulation, and think we may. 
say with some degree of confidence that 
the Times nnd the Colonist will always 



be found fighting side by side for every- 
thing calculated to advance the material 
interests of Victoria and Vancouver 
Island. 

Let us add that the great popular 
demonstration of yesterday must only be 
the beginning of ti new era for Victoria. 
The great work of progress has only 
begun. Much remains to be accom- 
plished. The same unity of action, 
which achieved such a victory yesterday, 
must be brought to bear at the earliest 
possible day, and that will, we hope, be 
a very early day; upon another project, 
namely, the construction of a railway to 
the north end of the Island. The pro- 
vincial government can hardly overlook 
the action of the people of this city. A 
community which has voted to place its 
hands in its own pockets to secure rail- 
way connection with the outside world, 
has a right to expect the government to 
listen to it when it asks for further aid 
to advance its welfare. Moreover, the 
government itself will feel its hands 
greatly strengthened by yesterday's vote 
in bringing down a vigorous railway- 
policy. 

VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

Vancouver Island, in many parts, per- 
haps the greater part, is very difficult of 
iicccas by prospectors because of the 
dense undergrowth. There are many 
portions of British Columbia where 
a man on foot can make his 
way without difficulty, and this 
cbservatiou applies to a consid- 
erable degree of all the Interior; but on 
this Island and along the Coast, where 
the rainfall and mild winter conduce to 
the growth of vegetation, the conditions 
which confront the prospector are often 
very trying. We do not know just to 
what extent the government can remedy 
this disadvantage, under which prospec- 
tors on this Island labor, but doubtless 
something can he done, and we hope to 
see tile subject taken up by the depart- 
ment of Public Works, and also that of 
Mines, witli a view to solving the pro- 
blem as far as possible. Of course, what 
we say in regard to the Island applies 
with perhaps equal force to portions of 
the coast of the Mainland. 

We think nlso that a special effort 
ought to be made by the cities of Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo, acting in unison, to 
secure the" widest possible advertising of 
this Island and its resources. Here is 
an extract from a letter from the pur- 
chasing agent of a very large corpor- 
ation. We suppress names, for we have 
no authority to use them. The letter, 
after asking about Comox or Nanaimo 
coal, says: "This coal, I understand, is 
mined on Vancouver Island. Let me 
know if any shipments are made to the 
States." 

Many persons may think that the writ- 
er of such a letter is in a state of pro- 
found ignorance, but how many people in 
Victoria know where Butte City, Mon- 
tana, gets its coni, and over what rail- 
way it is carried? Newspaper men, who 
lire more in the way of finding out what 
strangers know about this Island than 
nny one else, will tell you that for one 
person who has any adequate conception 
of what the Island is like, one hundred 
ure nearly absolutely ignorant. At the 
Thanksgiving Dinner on Wednesday 
night, Consul Smith said that when he 
told his friends and -neighbors in Il- 
linois that he was coining to Victoria, 
none of them had the least idea where 
it was. This may seem like inexcusable 
ignorance, but how many of you can tell, 
off-hand, where Williamsporf, a city 
larger than Victoria, anil noted as one 
of the greet lumber centres of the Unit- 
ed States, is* situated? As a general pro- 
position, we may assume that other peo- 
ple know no more about us than we 
know about them, and it is not necessary 
to tell persons, who have travelled any, 
how very little most of us know about 
other places. To the majority, nations, 
cities and the like are simply geographi- 
cal expressions. 

How would a proposition like this do? 
Suppose that Victoria gives $1,500 and 
Nanaimo $500, and another $1,000 be 
raised by private subscription, and the 
government be asked to supplement this 
by an amount equal to the aggregate o£ 
these three sums. This would give 
$6,000. Let this sum be expended next 
year in advertising Vancouver Island to 
tin. world. A great ileal of good could 
be accomplished by the judicious expendi- 
ture of $0,000. By judicious expenditure 
we do not mean that it should be drib- 
bled out, but that it should be employed 
in a way to challenge attention. Do not 
permit another year to pass without let- 
ting the world know something about 
the magnificent region which is right at 
our doors, and the possibilities of which 
we hardly realize ourselves. 
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THE MINT. 



Wo are not surprised that opposition to 
a branch of the Royal Mint is develop- 
ing in the East. People who are making 
money out of the existing condition of 
things will not unnaturally be opposed 
to a change. This is usually the caste 
with other things, and we do not know 
why this particular matter should he an 
exception. It is to be hoped that the 
government will stand firm. One can 
hardly see how it can be otherwise. We 
do not believe for a moment that the 
effect of a mint would bo disadvantage- 
ous to the banking interests. If the 
idea was that nil the gold produced in 
Canada should be converted into Can- 
adian coin nnd put into circulation, pro- 
bably financial circles would have reason 
to bo disturbed. We should greatly de- 
precate anything which -would unsettle 
the. banking system. But nothing of this 
kind is at all likely to result. The coin- 
age of n limited quantity of Canadian 
coins can do no harm whatever. If it 
leads to the supplanting of United States 
gold, of which considerable is used in 
the Dominion, surely no harm will re- 
sult. "If a little more gold goes into cir- 
culation, no one will ho Injured. And 
surely it can he no conceivable injury to 
any one to have sovereigns coined in 
Canada. , ,

EXPORTING ORE. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir:— I noticed a despatch In your Issue of 
this moraine heralding the fact that very 
large shipments are being made from iioot- 
enay. via the coast of British Columbia, of 
silver lead concentrates to Chill. If you 
think thut that Is unythlnc for British Col- 
umbia to be nrouu of, I do not. and la u few 
words I will tell you why. This ore con- 
tains silver and load. It Is consigned to the 
UuRgeuhelms In Chill to use in reducing to 
lead bullion, the dry silver ores they are 
mining there, it is then shinned back to 
San Francisco, where it is refined. The 
bullion may be shinned Bust to Aurora, but 
mure probably, it Is refined in San Fran- 
cisco. The silver in it is then either shinned 
direct to the Urlent (Sun Francisco shln- 
mentfl of silver to the Orient are Increasing 
>ery rapidly) or exported to Europe, via 
iho bullion brokers of New York. From 
Europe It probably Coes to India or China. 
In any ease. The lead Is either Imported 
Into the United Stales, or. bavins been re- 
tlned In bond. Is sent to Europe, around the 
Horn. Now, consider two or three points. 
1. The dry ores of South America cannot 
be smelted without the wet ores of Ilrltlsh 
Columbia (or some other wet ores) whereas 
the wet ores of British Columbia can be 
smelted without the dry ores of South Am- 
erica, although It nays to mix as much dry 
ore with them as thev will collect the value 
of. Therefore, the dry ores of South Amer- 
ica should be forced to come to British 
Columbia to be smelted. 2. British. Colum- 
bia Is in as favorable a position to Had a 
market fur the lead product of the ore as 
San Francisco Is to llnd a mar- 
ket for the lead product of im- 
ported ore or bullion. :t. Ilrltlsh 
Colnnfbla Is In a better position to ship 
refined silver to the Orient than San Fran- 
cisco l«. And then a paean of Joy Is raff""' at 
this lead ore being shinned to Chill! Why. 
It Is a brand of Industrial Imnotency. and 
should be a cause of weening and wailing 
nnd gnashing of teeth, and more of anxious 
endeavor to prevent It.

ENCOUKAGING THRIFT. 

A Western Merchant's Way of Helping 
His Employees to Lay Up Money. 

From the Washington Evening Star. 

"I always lmve confidence in people 
who save a little money out of their sal- 
aries," said a prominent Western mer- 
chant, "and I do what I can to encour- 
age habits of thrift. I employ about 
seventy-five clerks in my establishment, 
to whom I pay weekly salaries ranging 
from ?10 to ?-10. Naturally enough, 
more of them get the former than the 
latter amount, but they are none the less 
worthy on thnt account. 

"In the beginning, when I employed 
only, two people, I lived pretty close to 
them, and I knew how thriftless they 
could lie when they were not encouraged 
to do otherwise. I have discharged more 
clerks for that sort of thing than for any 
other cause. They spent their salaries, 
large or small as might be, in a reckless 
fashion, and let debt accumulate quite 
regardless of the rights of creditors. As 
my business increased, and with it my 
profits and my force of people, I began 
to give the matter more study, and in 
the end, when I felt able to be of ma- 
terial assistance in encouraging thrift 
and honcstjs, I proposed a yearly recog- 
nition to those who would r-uve some- 
thing out of their salaries. It was 
small at lirst, but was so successful that 
to-day I haven't a clerk who has not 
some kind of a bank account, and not 
one who wilfully refuses to pay his debts. 
When we get a new one who refuses tc 
take advantage of tho opportunities af- 
forded we let him go at the end of Uk 
first year. 

"My present plan in to double the sav- 
ings of all clerks who receive $10, 
and $15 a week; to add 25 per cent, to 
all who receive from $15 to $25, and 10 
per cent, for those over $25. A clerk on 
$115 a week or under cannot save much, 
but as a rule that class of clerks have 
no one to maintain but themselves, and 
if one cannot save more than $25 out of 
his year's labor, it is rather pleasant for 
him to get $25 clear profit.' Those who 
receive the larger amounts usually have 
families and their savings are not large, 
but whntever they are they are com- 
fortably increased. One of my $1,200 
a vear clerks, with a wife and two small 
children, saved $400 lust year, nnd 'my 
check for $100 additional was deposited 
to bis account the day after New Year. 
A voting woman' in charge of a depart- 
ment at $000 a year has almost paid for 
a nice little cottage in the suburbs out 
-of her extra, and so the list runs on 
through every branch of the business. I 
make it a condition that all current obli- 
gations must be met at the end of the 
year, so that the savings are actual net 
profit. Every year some of the clerks 
are not entitled to auy extra, but if this 
is the Tcstilt of sickness I assume a part 
of all the doctor's bills. Von may say it 
costs something for ma to do tins, and 
I am under no obligation to do'.it, and 
you are right. But I have the best class 
of clerks in the city, and as a result I 
have the best class of custom in the city, 
and I guess I don't lose enough by it to 
necessitate an assignment nt an early 
date," and the merchant smiled with a 
very evident satisfaction.

Mainland. 

The result was a surprise to even the 
must sanguine friends of the project, 
none thinking that such n tremendous 
majority would he polled in favor of it, 
though there was never at any time 
during the past few days a particle of 
doubt in the minds of those who had 
watched the trend of events as to the 
general outcome. 

Good weather prevailed, and the active 
workers of both parties were early astir 
in their efforts to bring every available, 
voter to the polls. From 8 o'clock until 
4 p.m., when the polls closed, a good- 
sized crowd stood in front, of the mar- 
ket building, watching the progress oC 
affairs with keen interest; hacks were 
Hying about from street to street, and on 
all sides there were the greatest inter- 
est and activity manifested. 

A feature of the voting during the 
early morning was the great turnout of 
ladies. A special effort was made by 
friends of the by-law to get as many 
lady voters to the polls as possible, and 
in this they succeeded to an extent to 
positively bewilder the "oldest inhabit- 
ant." All morning hnckloads of ladien 
drove up to tho polling booth, where 
they were received by agents of the con- 
tending factions and shown the way to 
the stalls, where Returning Officer North- 
eon and a staff of assistants were busy 
issuing the ballots. 

Early in the day some little excitement 
was caused by the circulation of the ru- 
mor that there was n possibility of the 
polling proving abortive owing to a wrong 
assessment roll being lined. An inves- 
tigation into the matter noon showed that 
there was no foundation for such rumors, 
Desirous of getting correct information 
on the matter, a Colonist reporter paid 
a visit to City Clerk Dowier, and ask- 
ed that official what ground there was 
for the statement that the election was 
not being conducted properly, owing to 
tho vote being taken on a wrong assess- 
ment roll. That official soon showed' 
that all such storicn were nonsensical. 
The apprehension which existed in the 
minds of some of the opponents of tho 
by-law, that an illegal list was being 
used, was due, explained Mr. Dowier, 
to the fact that when application was 
made by canvassers at his office for 
copies of voters' lists, they had been 
handed, i\H a matter of cWrtesy, the only 
lists then available— those showing the 
qualified voters for 1891). Xo legal re- 
sponsibility attached to the city what- 
ever in issuing these lists, which may or 
may not he correct, from time to time. 
Those entitled to vote yesterday were 
those whose name's appeared as property 
holders on the assessment roll which was 
corrected up to July bust, and passed the 
Supreme court a month or so later. Tho 
additional changes and names which ap- 
pear on the lastest assessment roll — that 
made up to November 7— in nowise af- 
fected tho list prepared in July. All 
talk, therefore, of having the polling of 
yesterday declared null and void is use- 
less. 

Not quite as large a vote as was anti- 
cipated was polled — the total number who 
took advantage of the opportunity to ex- 
ercise their right in this particular being 
2,057. The major portion of the vote 
was cast before 3:30 o'clock, and after 
that hour the crowd in front of the mar- 
ket building spent the time in figuring on 
tho majority. The ladies' committee, 
who were active during the day, and tho 
large majority .in favor of the by-law, 
is due to some considerable extent, no 
'doubt', to their efforts. 

Promptly at 4 o'clock, Returning Offi- 
cer Northcott declared the polln closed, 
and the work of counting the ballots be- 
gan. It did not take long, the result be- 
ing known shortly after 5 o'clock. But

H?s Mysterious Dfssappearance 
From Vancouver Four Years 
Ago Is Cleared Up.

Vancouver. Nov. 20.— In 1894 Br. 
William. Kendal] arrived in Vancouver 
with an invalid aunt. He was reputed 
to bo worth over $1,000,000. He had 
not been in the city many mouths lie- 
fore he engaged in business, purchasing 
the large stone quarry whi.'h now sup- 
plies stone to Vancouver. 

On April 14, 1S90, Dr. Kendall sud- 
denly disappeared. So completely did be 
vanish that the theory was held by many 
in Vancouver that lie had committed 
suicide or hail been done away with. 

Dr. Kendall's invalid aunt sent to New 
York for Pinkerton detectives to un- 
fatbom for her the strange mystery sur- 
rounding lier nephew's disappearance. 

To the detectives, the aunt explained 
that the day before he disappeared Dr. 
Kendall had made over all his wealth to 
her, as if in preparation of some desper- 
ate act, but as he was known to have 
had several hundred dollars in his 
pocket when .last seen, it was possible 
that Kendall bad been murdered for pur- 
poses of robbery. 

The Pinkertons worked six months on 
the Kendall mystery but failed to find 
Kendall's dead body or track his sup- 
posed murderers. The New York detec- 
tives, however, gave it as their opinion 
that Kendall had been murdered by 
.Chinese and his body cleverly concealed. 

Mr. B. J. Clarke, who was formerly 
associated with Mr. Kendall in business 
here, was one of those who did not be

VAN HORNE IN CUBA. 

The Canadian Railway Magnate Tells 
What His Syndicate Intends to Do. 

Santiago do Cuba, Nov. 28.— The Cos 
mopolitan Club entertained Sir William 
Van Home last evening at dinner, the 
function being the most brilliant tEat 
Santiago has known since the United 
States occupation began. All the promt 
nent Americans and foreigners, with the 
consuls and principal Cuban officials, 
were present. 

Col. Whiteside introduced the guest 
of the occasion, who talked long and 
seriously in explaining the purposes of 
the company of which he is the presi- 
dent, in the course of his speech he 
said: 

'• The company's purpose is to develop 
the resources of the eastern portion of 
Cuba. After my first visit to the island, 
during which I saw the possibilities for 
the investment of capital that would 
yield enormous profits, I returned to 
New York and hud no difficulty in organ 
izing a company in two days. Wo ex 
peet in the course of the next eighteen 
months to complete the projected rail 
way from San Luis to Santa Clara 
thus connecting Santiago and Havana 
by rail. 

" Our idea is then to be liberal in the 
matter of local rates, because in this 
way we can the more rapidly develop 
the resources of the interior of t lie 
provinces. It is our intention to en 
courage the Immigration of Spanish and 
other white laborers, and we will give 
land along the railroad to such immi- 
grants, expecting in this way to promote 
the development of the interior. 

"We have no intention whatever of 
disregarding the Foraker law, but are 
willing to take our chances as to future 
legislation of whatever form of govern- 
ment is established in Cuba. 

" Our company is now operating with- 
out a franchise, but we are only build- 
ing a railroad on our own lands, which 
would be within the right of any one." 

Civil Governor Castillo, in welcoming 
Sir William Van Home, said: "You 
will find that Cuban land-owners are 
willing to meet the company more than 
half way; and T predict a rapid devel- 
opment of the provinces and success for 
the company." 

Several prominent Americans, Cubans 
and Spanish merchants, representing 
large financial interests, gave Sir Wil- 
liam assurances of systematic support in 
the undertaking. The projects of the 
Cuban Company in the matter of rail- 
way construction are approved by every 
reputable business bouse in the province.

It may be something of a surprise to 
Canadians to leurii that H. R. H. Rob- 
ert, Duke of Cornwall, oldest <ron of 
Mary, Queen of Bavaria, who wan re- 
cently married to H. II, Princess Marie 
Gabrielle of Bavaria, is regarded by 
some Aniericuna us the rightful heir to 
the American throne. It Kay be also 
a surprise to learn that ther.' arc enough 
Americans with mouurichal beliefs to 
warrant the publication of a magazine 
called the Royal Standard, the first 
number of which bus just been issued 
in Boston. 

Regarding the Duke of Cornwall, the 
Royal Standard says: "Americans., hav- 
ing no reason for any sentiment but 
those of gratitude and loyalty to the 
memory of the house of Stuart, under 
which they enjoyed the liberty which 
the intruded dynasty sought to take from 
them, should be able to unite in congratu- 
lations to the good prince who would be 
to-day their prospective ruler had the 
American colonists acted in KISS on the 
principles which inspired the men of 
1T70." 

In explanation of this statement, the 
magazine says: "As all the documents 
concur in proving, the colonies claimed 
always to have been independent of 
Great Britain, but to he perfectly loyal 
to the common sovereign. But on these 
principles the people of England could 
not, on any theory, have had the right 
to depose the sovereign of America, so 
when James II. was dethroned in En 
land he remained King of America. It 
wos only religious prejudice, doubtless, 
which led the colonies to acquiesce in 
this grass invasion of their liberties by 
the British Parliament, and to fail at 
the time of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, to summon the American royal 
family, to which we have never to this 
■day disclaimed allegiance, to preside 
o\ er the destines of the united common- 
wealth, then finally established by 
federation of the colonies, of each of 
which 011111-1™ HI. was then legally the 
bead." 

Writing on this subject, the Viscount 
do FroiiBitc says:

to the satisfaction of the royalists. And 
these royulishs who have thought and 
studied the matter are imbued with the 
importance, of its worth to the country, 
could not advocate the claims of McKin 
ley or Bryan, or any of that ilk, so lonfc 
as there is a legitimate royal dynasty of 
which the country may be proud, and 
which, relying on the entire people, is 
superior to the claims of contending fac 
tioiis and their vulgar demagogues. So 
is the tone of the Royal Standard. And 
now for the party: 

"In 1778, according to Washington Ir- 
ving, Sir Walter Scott declared to him 
that a letter had been received by Prince 
Charles Edward Stuart from some mem 
bore of the Continental Congress of Am- 
erica, offering that if the Prince would 
come to America a majority of the con- 
gress, the colonial families of distinction 
and the leading people would support hist 
pretensions, to the Crown in Anierici 
against the claims of the usurping dy 
misty, represented by George III., whos< 
allegiance the United Colonies were pre- 
paring to throw off. 

"Now Prince Charles Edward Stuart 
w:ts prostratqd by trouble at that time, 
and could not avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity of Ida life. But the offer ami the 
sentiment laid the foundation of the roy- 
alist party in America, and with the 
claims of the House of Stuart by Queen 
Mary of Bavaria, gives a candidate to 
the throne in whom Americans can take 
pride. 

"In fact there is the strongest claim 
for gratitude ami affection which the 
people of the United States owe to this 
dynasty. Because, without royalty for 
a_ motive, it is most certain that the 
Kings of Franco and Spain would not 
have assisted— nay— established the in- 
dependence of the United States. It was 
tin- expectation of the Kings of France 
and Spain that Stuart would sit on the 
throne as Emperor of the Confederation 
of North America. The Order of Clu- 
cinnatus, actually established by the 
King of France tit his court as a royal 
order, with himself as grand muster, but 
extended to America for the formation 
of a military aristocracy in 1783, among 
the olllcers of the American nnd their 
foreign allies of France, Spain, Holland, 
etc., of which Washington was appoint- 
ed by the approval of the King of France 
president general in America, anil ac- 
cepted his investure from the King with 
the decoration of the order, which is 
worn to-day by the president-general of 
the Society of Cincinnatti in America, 
was the beginning. The King of France 
went further yet, and on the strength of 
what he considered a certainty, on the 
honor of Americans' involved, created the 
title of Martinis d'Alainville, In 1784, in 
the State of New York, and bestowed it 
on Michel de Lotbiniere for diplomatic 
services rendered between himself and 
the Continental Congress. The copy ot 
this creation may be seen by those who 
doubt it in Tanguay's Genealogical Dic- 
tionary, under the name of Chartier de 
Lotbiniere. 

"It is «ad to observer, however, that 
lack of faith which animated the prin- 
cipal leader of that time. Washington, 
ut the demand of the Republican dema- 
gogue, who now had a majority in Con- 
gress, was commanded at Annapolis to 
surrender his command to the army. In 
vain, Gen. Mifflin, in the name of the 
officers, implored him not to abandon 
them, and leave them to the malicious 
vengeance of the ltepublicans in Con- 
gress. But Washington hatl his eye on 
the presidency, offered him in exchange 
11 nd he forsook his comrades in arms nnd 
broke his faith with the Kings of France 
and Spain, and the old colonial families 
who had supported the cause for a royal 
issue. The result was that the Order of 
Cincinnatus, refused a charter by the 
various States, disbanded. Some mem- 
bers reorganized it under 'new' or 'Re- 
publican' principles, as the present 'So- 
ciety of the Cincinnatti,' which lias no 
rigbt to claim connection with the an- 
cient royalist order. Congress then, to 
ruin the colonial aristocracy whose money 
had supported the struggle, repudiated 
the revolutionary war debt. Robert 
Morris, who hatl endorsed the govern- 
ment's requisitions for food and clothing 
for tho troops was then seized by the 
government's creditors; bis private for- 
tune taken for this debt, anil he died in 
a debtor's prison in Philadelphia. 

"The loyal and true, the undaunted 
United Empire Loyalists, who remained 
in the colonies, the oltl Knights of the 
Order of Cincinnatus, who refused to 
recognize the claims of the 'Republican' 
'Society of the Cincinnatus,' ami the 
scions of ancient colonial families, were 
organized in 1783 by Col. John Connolly 
then living at Detroit, into the Order of 
the Yellow Rose of the Empire of Amer- 
ica, with the purpose of founding in 
Louisiana the empire they had been 
cheated out of by the bad faith of those 
who profited by the generosity of kings. 
Ool. Connolly was a Virginian, nnd had 
raised for the crown in 1782 the Royal 
Forresters' Regiment from his own es- 
tate on which the city of Pittsburg now 
stands. He had belonged to the Royal- 
ist Order, founded in 177S, at Savannah, 
by the Governor of Georgia. Sir .Tames 
Wright, baronet, and now known as the 
United Empire Royalist chapter of the 
Aryan Order of St. George. He ob- 
t.'dned from the Emperor Joseph II. (of 
the Holy Roman Empire), u charter per- 
mitting him 'to continue, illustrate and 
maintain in America those institutions 
of chivalry aiul honor derived from the 
various sovereigns who have held do- 
main in America, which had belonged 
to his predecessor, the Emperor Charles 
V., in the Kith century.' This order was 
established in Savannah in 1798, when 
tho Emperor Francis II. granted per- 
mission for it to bear the name of St. 
George of the Holy Roman Empire in 
America, and when, in 18S0. the name 
Aryan Order of St. George of tho Holy 
Roman Empire in America became its 
designation as borne to the present day. 



"In the meantime, the Royaliste, em- 
bracing the men !of true faith, the real 
lovers of their country, the high bred 
and honorable patriots in the constitu- 
tional convention, 1787, uttered their pro- 
test against Republicanism. Through- 
out Elliott's debates on the constitution, 
and in the reports of the Virginia Con- 
stitutional Convention,' are scattered the 
evidence of their remonstrances. .lames 
Madison (afterward president), there de- 
clared 'on a candid examination of hi 
tory it will be found that Republics op- 
press more than monarchies. Mason 
and Grayson of Virginia protested that 
a government by a majority rule would 
crush the minority, and deprive tho in- 
dividual of bin rights, and Patrick Hen- 
dry exclaimed, that civil strife would re- 
sult in such a government when n majori- 
ty ruling in one section of the country 
would seek to oppress a minority existing 
in another. As fur back as Gov. John 
Wintbrop, of the Massachusetts colony, 
his words have come down, 'that the good 
of a community are- among the few and 
the wise are the least of these and alone 
fit for rulership.' And all over the 
pages of the highest literature of Am- 
erica the same royalist aspiration proves 
that it is the most generous, tho least 
self-seeking patriotism in an American 
to be a Royalist. 

"The adoption of a Republican coi!«ti- 
tution even in 1787 was done with sus- 
picion by many of the states, nnd the 
majority made express reservations to 
withdraw if the eonntitution should prove 
inimical to their interests. It was ac- 
cepted with this understanding, yet when

the Southern States attempted to prac- 
tice tbeit rights on constitutional grounds 
the majority rule, which had brought tho 
fracture about in 1SU1 by that oppression 
of which Patrick Hendry prophesied in 
17S7, again overrun the constitution to 
prevent them exercising this right. 

From ' 1787 those who did not approve 
of a republic, considering themselves; 
cheated in the same manner as had been 
the kings of Prance and Spain by the pro- 
verbial bad faith of the Republicans, 
proceeded with their plan of empire in 
Louisiana. James Blennerbassett be- 
came chief of the order to which Colonel 
Aaron Burr joined himself a little later, 
and even so late as 1810, when the Che- 
valier le Blond de St. Hillaire, general 
in the French imperial service, but then 
in America, as head of this Aryan Order 
of St. George, was urging Napoleon I. 
to make use of the royal sentiment in 
the United States and Canada, as may 
be seen in recently published letters in 
the Recherohes Historiques, Quebec, 
1807, by tho Colonel Faucher de St. 
Maurice. 

"Many of this order from the South- 
ern states joined Maximilian in Mexico, 
in 1SU5, who hud been olllcers in the Con- 
federate service, expecting to realize 
their hopes of an imperial and honest 
government at lastt. And these hopes 
have not been abandoned. The patriotic 
design of freeing this faction-tortured 
people from the greed of speculators, 
trusts, dishonest demagogues and unprin- 
cipled and irresponsible majorities in yet 
ardent, and the royalists have extended 
in number, courage and activity among 
all classes of thinking and right-minded 
men. 

"In the approaching year the Aryan 
Order of St. George of the Holy Roman 
Empire in America seized the opportun- 
ity to celebrate at Richmond, Va., the 
anniversary of the procliunaiton by Sir 
William Berkley, tho governor in 1019, 
of King Charles II., as King of Virginia. 
Cromwell then ruled in England. The 
ctJebration is to tnko tho form of plant- 
ing in one of the public squares of Rich- 
mond a sapling deprived from an acorn 
of the Royal oak at Boscobel, England, 
same beneath which Kjng Charles II. 
sought safety after the battle at Worces- 
ter. A feature of this celebration will 
be that a committee will be deputized to 
invito the present Queen Mary to send 
her son, Prince Robert (heir npparent to 
the throne lu America to represent his 
ancestor, Chnrles II., proclaimed as King 
of Virginia in 1049. 

"In addition to this the Yellow Rose 
chapter of the Aryan Order of St. George 
is resolved to issue a call to all the colon- 
ial societies, universities, ancient Amor 
icon organizations, foreign societies (Bri 
tish, German, Italian, Austrian) in the 
United States to unite on the programme 
of a royalist party under this candidacy, 
so that the country may be free from 
party turmoils, and the people be pro- 
tected by tin established, independent 
and all-represcntirig monarchy, so that 
they may enjoy their individual rights 
and the fruit of their labors in peace and 
tranquility; oo that they may have an 
honest government, with a princely fam- 
ily in whom they may not be ashamed at 
the head of this mighty confederation of 
states."

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Conservation of Moisture- 

-v.- ■ . (Remarkable Experiments In Kansas. ) 



From Minneapolis Journal. 

Can science conquer drought? Can 
the normal irrigation of Mother Nature 
be so utilized and conserved as to restore 
to the farmer the millions of level acres 
stored with fertility which abound in the 
West, hut which have heretofore been 
unavailable owiujj to the insufficiency of 
the annual rainfall? 

These and other similar questions of 
imperative importance are suggested by 
the remarkable series of experiments in :i 
.new system of scientific farming which 
are now being pursued just outside Hill 
City, Kansas, by Prof. II. W. Campbell 
and ,T. P. Poraeroy. 

The Pomeroy model farm is a new 
•departure. Never before lias there been 
a farm established by private enterprise 
on so large a -scale, and under arrange- 
ments for a number of continuous years 
ot operation, for the sole purpose of 
proving to the public at large that suc- 
cessful farming can every year be car- 
ried on throughout Western Kansas and 
Nebraska. While general farm work is 
conducted, including stock-raising, yet 
the principal part of the work is that of 
raising general farm crops under the 
Campbell method of cultivation, also the 
raising of fruit, shade and ornamental 
trees. 

It was in 1S02 that Mr. Campbell first 
began to tell the farmers that they could 
avoid the ill effects of the usual dry- 
periods by storing and conserving the 
natural rainfall in the soil by a simple 
method of tillage, and in that way con- 
quer drought. The first news of this 
great discovery was received with many 
sneers and great skepticism, but, un- 
daunted in opposition, Mr. Campbell kept 
experimenting, eacli year's experiment 
adding to his faith in the final outcome. 
Having begun his farming in Brown 
county, S. D., in 1S80, lie had, by care- 
ful observation during fifteen years of 
experience, become" practically familiar 
with all the peculiarities of the soil and 
climate. In 1894, when throughout the 
West the crops fnilod by reason of the 
drought, Mr. Campbell raised over 4X100 
bushels of choice Early Ohio potatoes on 
the 32 acres of his South Dakota farm. 
Many adjoining fields were not dug at 
all. 

Farming in Vermont was very differ- 
ent from what it is here, said Mr. Camp- 
bell, and if the Western farmer only ap- 
preciated his advantages over his East- 
ern brother, he would make a greater 
attempt to utilize thorn. 

Tn ISO" T came West and located upon 
n farm in Rrown county, South Dakota. 
During the following two years that 
region was filled up with pioneers. Many 
of them had had experience on Western I 
farms In the adjacent states of Wiscon- 
sin, Iown and Minnesota. They had 
been accustomed to farniinir in climates 
having greater rainfall. They brought 
with them, usually, tools, teams and 
methods common In the Central West. | 
During several seasons, while the land 
was new, they raised excellent crops, hut 
soon the droughts, to which the semi- 
arid belt is liable, set in and increased in 
destructive effects as the soil became 
older and looser and weaker by su'-ooss- 
Ivp cropping under . rdinary methods of 
tillage. 

Tn 1.894 this tendency culminated in i 
general crop failure in Western Kansas, 
Xahraska and the P? »">»«*. The idea 
that there must bo a feasible mode of 
treating soils to resist the drought 
dawned upon me, and I determined to 
find out all that could lie known upon! 
the subject. To this end I read, ob- 
served and followed every hint from] 
nature or experience, Could I conquer | 
those results, or must 1 leave that mac- 
nificent soil, as others were doing, and 
say it was no good? For fully five years 
I made little or no progress in my ex- 
periments. What scorned right one year 
was wrong the nftxl yenr. Hut then I 
seemed to have ,/iit upon an idea that 
was correct everjkyenr— that of packing 
fjin lower portion St n deep furrow slice. 

Kriollv stated, my theorv is that a 
pronor cultivation of the soil with a view 
to saving nil the moisture which it re- 
ceives and making use of it for the plant 
life dosirod. will result in pood crops the 
drvest season and in the dryost section 
of this Northwestern eountrv. The in- 
jury done by drought is not by reason of 
iio moisture, but because the moisture 
has been waistod. The remedy is simple 
and effective. 

I proved that a method of cultivation 
of Hip soil radically different from that 
needed in the valley of the Mississippi, 
owing to the different ohnrncter of the 
poil and climate, will yield results that 
are so astonishing that men refuse to 
believe it until thev have seen with their 
own eves. The Campbell svstom con- 
sists or a complete re-arrangement nndj 
pulverizing of the top seven or eight 
inches of soil, and turning the «nme as 
nearly bottom upward as possible each 
year. Before plowing, the ton throe 
inches should be thnromrhlv nulverized 
and made as fine as possib'" by n free 
ese of the dN« hnrmn-. TV" n«rt of 
the "-eric should ho d"no ns nit'ckly ns 
possible after a oron is removed, ft is 
so very important that no one con com- 
prehend its value without a tho''oueh" 
trhil and a knowledge of the results of 
this work. 

The more completely en eh particle of 
the soil is separated one from the other, 
the better. Then thin finely fitted soil 
must be turned down Into the bottom of 
n furrow six or seven inches deep. T m- 
tnediatolv after plowing, the lower four 
inches of the furrow slice must be packed 
ns firnilv as possible with the surface 
p." "leer, fo- four Tensors, namely: 

To completely obliterate all cavities. 
Where the furrow lies loose the air cir- 
culates under the plants and the gronnd 
dies out. It must not be permitted to do 
this. 

To cause moisture to gather from fom- 
to eight inches from the surface. Why? 
Reeatise the stubble and manure nnd 
other veeetnblp matter is there, and 
water is noccs=ary to rot I* and fit it for 
■the food of the crops. Unless this is 
done, the plants are robbed of their most 
-vo'iiablo fond. 

To got the right conditions Cor rapid 



root growth in the early part of the sea- 
son. For this, n tine, firm, moist soil 
must be had.' The lower part of the fur- 
row slice is the root bed, and must he 
kept in the right condition if we are to 
get a rapid, vigorous root growth. 
Healthy roots make healthy plants. 

liy packing the root bud we hold more 
moisture. More than this, the pores in 
the ground are made so small that the 
wuter creeps through the soil rapidly by 
the force called capillary attraction. 
Moisture is drawn more rapidly and 
from a greater distance. This gives the 
plant food anil drink during the hot, dry 
periods, keeping them hi a healthy grow- 
ing condition, while plants otherwise situ- 
ated would wither and die. Your crops 
never suffer at such timed if there 
plenty of moisture at the roots, but a 
shortage of water at that point may ruin 
the whole crop in a day. 

After the deep plowing and sub-sur- 
face packing, the next important step is 
to go over the ground., cither with a steel 
drug or an Acme harrow, to pulverize all 
surface lumps before they get too dry, 
t.UiiH forming a mulch of loose, dry soil, 
This mulch must be kept loose and dry 
to a depth of two or three inches. 

Seven or eight inches plowing is best, 
Good even plowing is very important. It 
is very essential to have the exact depth; 
it must be menmired and uot guessed. 

Plowing should be done as early as pos- 
sible, whether it be spring or fall. Fall 
plowing is preferable, and should bo done 
as early us possible after the crop is re- 
moved. Always precede the plow with 
the disc harrow, as above stated, and the 
same day the crop is removed, if pos 
sible. The plowing may he delayed from 
one to three weeks, if necessary, but not 
the discing. 

The packer should run as close to the 
plow as possible. The packer leaves the 
ground firm at the bottom of the furrow 
and loose at the top; this is an it should 
be, but a good shower will dissolve and 
settle down this surface mulch and make 
it firm. This surface of two or three 
inches must not be allowed to remain 
linn, or the moisture will soon all escape 
by evaporation. Especially is this true 
if the weather be hot or dry after the 
shower, therefore, after every rain of 
any magnitude, go over your plowed 
ground with a harrow to restore the soil 
mulch. 

One or two cultivations should be giv- 
en the surface after the fall plowing be- 
fore it freezes up, whether it rains or 
not. The moisture thus saved in the fall 
is a reserve to be drawn upon next sea- 
son, and moisture in time of need is doi- 
lura to the farmer. 

It must be remembered that four con- 
ditions must exist to obtain the best re- 
sults. 

First— Good depth of plowing to in- 
crease the moisture reservoir. 

Second— A thoroughly fined and well- 
firmed subsurface to form a perfect root 
bed. Much depends upon thin. 

Third— A constant and perfect, top soil 
mulch to i>re vent the evaporation ot 
moisture. 

Fourth— Undisturbed roots. 

Thi' following instructions for cultivat- 
ing during the growing season apply to 
the cultivation of all crops and orchards: 

Go over the ground with the surface 
cultivator once in from four to ten days, 
gauged by the weather. Orchards should 
be deeply disced early every spring. Im- 
mediately after each rain, lose no time in 
restoring the mulch with the surface cul- 
tivator. In case of heavy rains cultiva- 
tion should he delayed long enough for 
the free water to disappear, and until 
the soil will work up lightly, but delay 
no longer than is absolutely necessary, 
for it is immediately after a heavy rain 
that evaporation is most rapid. By 
careful tents as high as one quart ot 
water to the square foot lias been known 
to leave the soil by evaporation in one 
day. following a heavy ruin. Let the 
cultivator run slightly deeper in the early 
part of the season. When the weather is 
very hot, cultivate as often us possible. 
Every three or four days is none too 
often, and keep it going. Never use a 
cultivator with wide, long, pointed shov- 
els. Cultivate corn, potatoes and vege- 
tables during their entire period of 
growth, bearing in mind thai the pur- 
pose of cultivation is to retain moisture 
by stopping evaporation. 

By following these methods nil my suc- 
cess has been obtained, and in 1897, in 
some careful plat work experiments, I 
raised 1,304 kernels of wheat from one 
kernel of seed, also eight ears of corn 
from one kernel. If this remarkable 
yield can be obtained from one kernel 
of wheat and corn, why not the same 
ratio of increase from one bushel of 
wheat or corn'.' It is possible and only re- 
quires proper tillage to accomplish it.

In shupe it resembled a multipli- 
cation mark. His relics were afterwards 
removed from Pntrao to Constantinople. 
An apocryphal book, bearing the title of 
"The Acts of Andrew," is mentioned by 
Eusebius, Epiphanius and others of the 

early fathers. It is now completely lost 
and seems never to have been received 
except by such sects as the Encratites. 
Origenians, etc. This book, as well as 
the gospel of St. Andrew, were declared 

apocryphal by a decree of Pope Gela- 

sius. 

St. Andrew has been the patron saint 
of Scotland from tho early history of 
that country. lie is also regurded in a 
similar light by the people of Russia, 
wJio still fly the St. Andrew's flag, the 
only difference between that and the 
Scottish llag being that the former con- 
sists of a blue St. Andrew's cross on a. 
■white field, while the latter is made up 
of a white St. Andrew's cross on a blue 
field. The last named is incorporated in 
the British Jack.

TALES OK TRANSPORTS. 

Biscuits Bated 1S70 and Moat Twenty 
seven Years Old — Men Overcrowded, 

Prom the London Times. 

Tho siege train ordered from South 
Africa to China arrived in Capetown on 
duly 10, embarked on board the hired 
transport Antillean of Liverpool on tho 
ISth, and we were employed night and 
day loading the stores and heavy am- 
munition until July 21; waited another 
day for some men coming down country 
to work the Viekor-Muxims. We even- 
tually left Capetown for China on the 
morning of July arrived in Singa- 
pore on August 14, coaled there, and left 
on the Kith for Hongkong, in which har- 
bor we arrived on the morning of August 
unloaded some ammunition, and took 
on provisions. Left the latter place on 
the 20th and arrived at Wei-hai-wel on 
August 30. 

The food given us was bad and insuffi- 
cient. We had bread and biscuits every 
alternate day — these were issued in the 
morning nnd were used for breakfast and 
tea, (or supper) — dry bread, and ten with- 
out milk as usual. The bread was black, 
sour and heavy, the biscuits naturally 
hard and very oily. Tho biscuits bore 
date of 1870, consequently they wore 
thirty years old, and seine of them bore 
even an earlier date. Well; for dinner 
we had a few changes of meat, nearly 
tivice each week we had fresh meat. 
Our fare on other days was (Other salt 
pork, tinned meat, or salt beef. Tho 
latter was simply abominable. It is kept 
in rough-looking tubs and was dated 
1873. This then was twenty-seven years 
old. Perhaps three or four times per 
week we would have a tablespoonful of 
rice to dinner, or the same quantity of 
preserved potatoes, and a very few times 
during the voyage we had only ordinary 
potatoes. Twice per week we had a sort 
of plum pudding. This though heavy 
was eatable. There were some days each 
week on which we had nothing for din- 
ner except the moat itself. The biscuits 
were always thrown overboard. Tho 
same fate invariably befell the salt junk, 
which we could not possibly eat. 

"As an instance of our treatment. 1 
will quote an incident. As a rule nil 
orderly comes around each day to ask if 
there are any complaints. On the (lay 
in question the salt junk was simply put- 
rid. The olllcer came around as usual 
nnd asked if there were any complaints 
about food. The mosses all made com- 
plaints. I took notice of one moss in 
particular where the following dialogue 
took place: 

"Officer— An v complaints. 

"N. C. O.— Yes. sir. 

"Officer— What's tho matter? 

"N. C. O.— This meat is in a state of 
decomposition. 

"Officer (sniffing it) — It's good enough. 

" N. C. O— Why. the smell of it is 
enough for any one without ever attempt- 
ing to oat it. 

"Officer (sulkily) — It strikes mo you 
know nothing about it. 

"The steward, purser, doctor, and enp- 
fain of the day were then brought down 
to examine it. The steward sniffed it 
nnd pronounced it good, as did also the 
purser. Then the doctor, after some 
hesitation, suggested cutting parts of it 
off, nnd said it would then be oatn'de. 
One gunner, a mess orderly, r n plios: 'You 
say it's good. Well, I have been on the 



march, in South Africa on a biscuit a 
day, and even at tho worst if 1 was 
staining I would have Iain down in a 
ditch and died rather than attempt to 
eat it if you had offered U inc.' How- 
ever, it was thrown overboard, aud we 
did not receive anything in lieu thereof. 

"Is it possible, if the meat had been 
at all eatable, that the men would have 
thrown it overboard, and preferred go- 
ing without any when the rations allow- 
ed them were so meagre? The tact of 
an orderly coining round asking' if there 
were any complaints became daily a pro- 
cess of unmeaning customary formality, 
from which we could obtain no redress 
for our grievances. Just fancy receiv- 
ing such treatment after being seven 
months on the veldt in South Africa. Wo 
did uot grumble ut our short rations in 
tho lield when we knew the transport 
was ditlicult, but on board a ship, and 
going on another expedition, when we 
knew it was possible, we expected better. 

"Some may usk what we did on the 
days when we threw the salt junk away. 
Simply this. On the days on which we 
were supplied with tinned meat, we used 
only one-third our allowance, retaining 
the remaining two-thirds in our posses- 
sion for the days on which we knew the 
bad stuff was coming. Afterwards, when 
an officer came ruuud we told him we 
would make no complaints, but that we 
would not cat the meat. This was when 
the bud stuff was given us. 

"At Hongkong we were not allowed 
ashore after being nearly si* weeks on 
hoard with insufficient exercise, and, as 
if to crown all, our comrades belonging 
to the companies stationed in Hongkong 
prepared a good supper for us, obtained 
permission from the general command- 
ing the station that we could land and 
partake of it. Imagine our disappoint- 
ment when we found that privilege an- 
nuled by the officer commanding the siege 
train in the Antillean, ordering that we 
should not be allowed to leave the ship 
to enjoy the supper with our friends. 
But our comrades on shore, not to be 
outdone, prepared the supper, carried it 
from barracks dowu to the water, en- 
gaged a sampan, (small bout), conveyed 
it to our ship, and a few of them car- 
ried it on hoard to ns. We consumed it 
on the forecastle, the men declaring it 
to bo the best meal they had had for nine 
mouths— viz., since leaving England. . 

"The accommodation was also limited; 
two-thirds of the ship was reserved for 
the officers and sergeants, v.'ho number- 
ed in all about fifty, roughly, and one- 
) third for the rank and file, numbering 
about COO, and who have the fore part of 
the ship allotted them, with nowhere to 
sit or lie down during the day except on 
the dirty and rusty iron deck. We are 
also prevented from purchasing fruit 
from the small boats that come along- 
side; the latter are ordered away. Sen- 
tries are also placed on duty for the ox- 
press purpose of preventing Us looking 
over tlie side of the ship. In fact, the 
men are being treated as if they were 
little better than dogs instead of human 
beings, and this by their officers. And 
this is a unit of that 'British Army' they 
are so fond of holding up to the remaim- 
der of tho world as a model. . . It 
will only be just to say that since arrival 
in Hongkong harbor, and thence during 
the voyage to Wei-hai-wei our food has 
been better in quantity and quality."

CAREER OK ST. ANDREW. 

Saint Whose Natal Day Scotsmen 
Celebrate the World Over. 

In every quarter of the globe Scots- 
men are to-day celebrating the natal day 
of St. Andrew, Scotland's patron saint. 
Here in Victoria the members of the St. 
Andrew's it Caledonian Society will, as 
they have done annually for many years, 
gather around the banquet ting board at 
the Hotel Driard and honor the day. 

St. Andrew was born in Betlisaida of 
Galilee in the year -1. it is supposed, of 
the Christian era. lie was a brother of 
Simon Peter, who afterwards became; 
according to the' claim put forth by the 
Roman Catholic church, tin; prince of 
the Apostles and the head of the church. 
Andrew was at one time a discdple of St. 
John the Baptist, and it is evident that 
the latter prepared him for the advent 
of the Messiah, whose apostle he was to 
be. The first meeting of Christ with 
Andrew and Peter is graphically por- 
trayed in the gospeds. On that occasion 
Andrew introduced his brother and thoy 
passed a day with Jesus, afterwards ac- 
companying him to the marriage feast at 
Cana. At the close of the festivities 
they returned to their homes and ordin- 
ary occupations. Some months after- 
wards Jesus, mooting them while thoy 
were both fishing together, called them 
tn Him and. promised tn make them 
fishers of men. They thereupon left 
their nets and followed Him. Tradition 
assigns Seythia, Greece and Thrace as 
the scenes 'of St. Andrew's ministry. He 
is said to have suffered martyrdom by 
crucifixion at Pntrno in Aehaia, on a 
cross of the form called crux decussata,

Among the passengers of the R. M. S. 
Warrimoo were Lord Osborne and Mr. 
Douglas Hall, two Englishmen who are 
returning to London from an extended 
tour through the Polynesian group. They 
reached San Francisco ten months ago, 
and sailed thence for the Southern 
Pacific groups. Passage was taken from 
the Golden Gate in the barken tine 
Tropic Bird, which was 30 days on the 
voyage. Her arrival at the islands, 
which the French have called the Para 
disc of the Pacific, Mr. Hnll said, causei 
no small amount of consternation— and 
all on account of the big black headlines 
on an article in a San Francisco paper— 
the yellowest on the Coast— which was 
curried to Tahiti by, the barkentine. The 
passengers had hardly landed and the 
mail been delivered when word came 
from Governor Gallett that the passen- 
gers und crew of the Tropic Bird were 
to he quarantined — and all on account of 
that story in the Examiner of bubonic 
plague at San Francisco. Lord Osborne 
and his travelling companion were given 
their freedom, but the remainder were 
pent up for twelve days in quarantine, 

Jvord Osborne and Mr. Hall bring a 
story from Tatiti which will no doubt b'a 
relished here. It dates back some 
months, to the Fashoda episode and the 
consequent niurmuriiigs of war between 
France and Britain. Great prepara- 
tions were made at Esquimnlt about that 
time; the vnrious warships wore hur- 
riedly put in shape and provisioned iir.il 
equipped— in fact everywhere preparation 
was made to start on .a cruise some 
where — and Frenchmen immediately sug- 
gested that it was to Tahiti that the 
Pheasant, Lcander and Phaeton, and 
perhaps the flagship, were to go. Tile 
news was telegraphed from here to Sari 
Francisco papers, and to Sydney, X. S. 
W., and sailing vessels in due course 
carried the news of the prospective jn- 
vasion of Tahiti. 

There was consternation on the island, 
but the honor of " la belle France " was 
not to be allowed to. suffer. The French- 
men — there were but two companies and 
the gendarmes who police the islands of 
the group— sharpened their swords and 
made ready for defence as long as life 
would last, so they declared. They 
marched about the streets, crying "Vive 
Mnrchund!" and "A has les Anglais!" 
The tri-color was flung to the breeze, and 
the garrison prepared to be martyred for 
France in their defence of the Southern 
island. 

Then began the comic opera proceed- 
ings proper. A fort was built in the 
highest altitudes of the mountains in the 
centre of the islands, which rise I.'' 1 " 1 
feet above the level of the sea— a natural 
fort with a picturesquely mediaeval nn- 
pearanee, with draw-bridge, etc. To 
this all the guns that could be obtained 
were carried and mounted. Buggies, 
traps, etc., carried ammunition, und 
preparations were made to fight to the 
finish when these warships came from 
Esquimau or Sydney. f 

The French transport Aube. which 
was lying in the harbor, was brought in 
to the wharf and the guns were taken 
out of her and carried to the fort of the 
Forlorn Hope. Then preparations were 
made to sink the Alibe, and the soldiery 
gathered in the fort. As the first day 
or two of the terror passed, business 
began to be resumed, and the draw- 
bridge was left down, ready for the sons 
of France to make their retreat when 
the warships came. It was not until 
the day following the departure of the 
Australian mail steamer which brought 
the news of prospective fighting, that 
the preparations wore begun, in order 
that no word would be carried away by 
the steamer of the plans of defence. 

Day after day passed and the ships of 
war did not come. The tri-color was 
still waving, and things were normal. 
Then came the day of the big scare. 
Out in the dimness of the night the 
sentries had espied the coming of the 
warships. The enemy had come at Inst. 
It was war. 

Out on the horizon the excited group 
which surrounded the sentry saw four 
twinkling lights. In the logic borne of 
expectation these became warshjjjs to 
the feverish minds of the sons of France, 
and there was a suave qui pent for the 
fort. The picture, ns told by those who 
saw it at Tahiti in that day of fear, is n 
unique one. Frenchmen rushed pell- 
mell to the mountain fort, with their 
bundles of belongings. Carriages, carts 
and every kind of vehicle carried the 
household goods out of the roach of por- 
fide Albion, and when at last the draw- 
bridge was crossed and breath re-gained, 
they cried "Vive la France!" and took 
their posts. The night dragged on and 
the lights came no nearer. Surely the 
warships were awaiting daylight for the 
landing of troops to invade France's 
Pacific islands. 

The sentries peered out into the night, 
and scarcely a soul slept. At last morn- 
ing came, and with it the supposed war- 
ships. They were four native boats.

each holding a native fisherman, who 
had been fishing by the light of a torch. 
The first scare was over. 

There was, however, a second scare. 
The Australian mail steamer was late. 
Several days passed over her usual date 
of calling at the islands, and still there 
was no sign. Never before had she 
been lato. This must mean that at last 
there was war. Again French Tahiti 
migrated to the fort, and hardly had 
they taken the "coverings from their guns' 
and posted the look-out, when in came 
the steamer, and the final scare wis 
over. The martial sons of France re- 
ceived advices of the buck-down of their 
country, and the days of terror were 
over in Tahiti, 

The fort, however, still remains, and 
is nn object of interest to all travellers 
who visit the Southern islands. It is 
called Fashoda fort still, and the name 
brings back memories to all Tahiti, and 
especially to the residents of Papeete, 
the capital. 

Lord Osborne and Mr. Hall spent two 
months at Tahiti, and they nay the en- 
croachment of Chinese there struck 
them forcibly. There is no exclusion 
law on Tahiti, aud the Chinese are fast 
monopolizing the small trade. There is 
a large number of Chinese there. Al! 
the traders are Chinese, who ure driving 
out the Tllliitan small traders. The Ta- 
hituu is lazy and closes his store daily 
between 12 and 2 p.m. Not only does 
the Chinese keep open then, but he keeps 
open at night. 

Mr. Hall says the manner in which the 
Ctiiuese gained their first footing at Ta- 
hiti, as told there, is interesting. He 
met there an Italian, who gains his liv- 
ing by the romantic profession of smug- 
gling, by name, Michaolo, and it is this 
man who is accredited with bringing the 
Chinese to Tahiti. He had a small sail- 
ing vessel running between China, San 
Francisco aud Peru, some years ago, and 
secured live hundred prisoners of war, 
whom he intended to take to Peru to 
work guduo. Storms drove him towards 
Tahiti and he put in there. His Chinese 
below deck fell ill, and a number died, 
lie did uot know what to do with hi« 
prisoners, and a planter, just starting, 
took them off his hands to work the 
plantation, These were the first Chinese 
in the group. They supposedly wrote to 
their friends in the homeland, and more 
ct me, 

Tahiti Is very fertile, but little cul- 
tivated. The land in mostly held by na- 
tive owners, who do not till it. There 
is much vanilla produced there, and in 
the Dangerous group the natives dive 
for pearls with great success. 

A good story is toid of how Michaolo 
smuggled vanilla into San Francisco. 
Vanilla is not bulky, and much can he 
put in a small compass. Miuchuolo, who 
was known as the intrepid smuggler, 
both at Tahiti and the Golden Gate, took 
a chest tilled with vanilla and sailed to 
Sou Francisco. Arrived there he was 
boarded by a customs officer. The chest 
with the vanilla in it was left in the cen- 
tre dl the cutter's cabin, and the re- 
muinded of the furniture removed. When 
the customs man came in, Michaolo 
apologized for not having a chair, and 
bade him sit on the chest. The customs 
(man did so, and Michaolo produced 
cigars and liquors. He made himself n 
good fellow, us it were, and in the mid- 
die of the talk, a man came into the 
cabin aud naked for tin. washing. Again 
the smuggler apologized. All his wash- 
ing was ready m the chest, he said. 
Would the customs man mark it aud let 
him get it ashore, for he was in a hurry'/ 1 
Why, certainly, said the customs officer- 
and the contraband went ashore. 

After their stay at Tahiti, Lord Os- 
borne and Mr. Hall chartered a 1120-ton 
schooner, the Galois, and sailed for tho 
Marquesas group, which are sparsely in- 
habited and seldom visited. These is- 
lands are controlled by the French, and 
there are two or three gendarmes, each 
of whom are in charge of big valleys, 
hi which are hundreds of natives. They 
practically carry their life in their hand. 
These islanders, though, have not prac- 
tised cannibalism for some time. They 
landed from their schooner Galois at 
Tni-o-hao, the capital of Nokahavi, the 
principal island of the group. This was 
in charge of a French brigadier. 

The coast was high and rocky, and 
there were no reefs there. The natives 
bud died off ns a result of smallpox, 
measles, etc., to a great extent. They 
were nearly all tatooed, the men haying 
their faces striped. 

Among the limited number of whites 
at this place, they met: a tutooed white 
man, an American, who had deserted 
from one of the whaling vessels. An in- 
teresting story is given by this man as 
the reason why he is tatooed. He want- 
ed to marry one of the landed and 
wealthy Marquesas princesses, and she, 
false one, had spurned him because he 
was not tatooed. How could she mar- 
ry a man who was not tatooed? she 
said. Then the whaler went to a tatooer 
and .went through the painful process ot 
having stripes pricked across his body 
and face. That done, he returned to 
his bride that was to be, but she fled 
from him with shrieks of laughter. She. 
said thai a tatooed white man looked too 
absurd to marry — and rather.Jhan face 
civilization with his tatooed face, the 
Aniorieuu whaler has remained there 
for years and years. 

They say that on one occasion, when 
n United -States cruiser visited the is- 
land, tin? tatooed American went on 
board and proudly declared his nation- 
ality. "What! you an American!" said 
the commander. "Boatswain, give him 
five dozen and chuck him overboard." 
Whether he got the five dozen, is not 



said, but it is to'id ou all sides that he 
got the chuckiug overboard. 

The travellers visited Vita-hu, the 
queeu of the 'Marquesans, who is beauti- 
fully tatooed. She has the record of 
having divorced herself from a husband 
of whom she had tired, in a most unique 
manner. She ate him. The fights, of 
the tribes, one with another, are now, 
the returned travellers say, opera bouffe 
affairs. In the last great light, the only 
man hurt was a man who broke his leg 
in running away. They shoot a great 
deal, but mostly at each others' pigs. 
They are great pig-eaters. 

On this island the travellers 
were inconvenienced by the pres- 
ence of big sand flies, and, strange to 
say, this is the only island of tho group 
on which they ure seem. The natives 
have a tradition that these "no-no," as 
they are called, were thrown on to tho 
island in a big cocoa-nut shell, by a 
vengeful goddess. 

The trade of these islands is mostly in 
the hands of Americans, British and Ger- 
mans, although they are controlled by 
the French. Some fine photos of the 
dancing girls, and many curios, "were 
brought away by the two travellers. 

When the Galios was anchored in Ta- 
wata bay, on another island of the group, 
a Portuguese was spoken with, who had 
been present at one of the last inter- 
neeino fights. He was in n canoe of 
one of the belligerent tribes, and they 
saw a native of the other tribe, he said") 
who was wounded. They called him to 
come to the canoe, and on the native 
coming, shopped off his head and ate 
him. 

After their tour of the Marquesas is- 
lands, the natives of which, although 
loose in morals, are a fine-looking race, 
tlie travellers went to the Fiji group, 
and after, a stay at Samoa and Cook's 
island, they proceeded to New Zealand, 
where some time was spent among the 
Maoris. Sentiment at Fiji, they say, 
was against annexation. <~
